On 10/15/75, the ease Argentine Amy Intelligence 
Service (SIB) source as set forth la my raemorandus of reference, 
provided the following Information: j. 



SIE has confirmed that there is a definite group of 
plotters who are talking of a coop d’etat to take place within 
the nest five days. The SIB identified the leader of the group 
of plotters as- General Roberto Viola, Chief of the Army General 
Staff. General Santiago Riveros, Commander of the Argentine 
Amy Military Institutes, is also a somber of the group of 
plotters. The SIB also identified retired Amy Colonel 
Juan Carlos Buret as an active member of the above group. The 
SIS ascertained that the group is planning to fill key Array 
positions with officers presently attending the Superior War 
School under the direction of General Rodolfo Hujlea. As of 
the late evening of 10/15/75, the SIE had detected no overt 
action to carry out a coup d’etat by the group. The SIB 
believes teat the group of plotters have not gone beyond the 
talking stage with their plans to overthrow the incumbent 
government; however, the SIB believes that the cast of players 
In the group, should they decide to move, might well bring 
off a successful coup d'etat.••
